calculated to falsify any weight or measure, or any person who,
wilfully with intent to cheat or defraud the buyer or sdler
of clectric current, gas or water, shall make or cause to be
made or aid in the making of any clectrical conductor, gas
pipe, watcr pipe or other instrument or contrivance or any con-
nection, so as to conduct or supply or intended to conduct or
supply elactric current, gas or watcr to any lamp or motor or
machine or burner or orifice or appliance from which such
eleetricty, gas or water may be consumed or utilized without
passing through or being ryistered by a mcler, or any person
who shall wilfully use a false meter for the mcasurement of
electric current. gas or water in the buying or selling of the
same, or who shall wilfully obstruet or interfere with the work-
ing of any meter, used for sueh purposcs, so as to cause or
imtended to cause a false registration of the amount of eleetrie
current, water or gas consumed with the intent to cheat or de-
fraud the seller or buyer of such electrie eurrcnt, gas or water,
shall be punished by imprisonment in the county jail not more
than one year or by fine not exceeding five hundred dollars:
but in case the amount of damages oceasioned by such cheat or
fraud shal not exceed tweniy dollars he shall be punished by
imprisonment in the county jail not more than three months
or by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars.
